They Have Much to Do With the Ev- 
eryday Affairs of Life, Says the Dip- 
tinguished Preacher—A Guardian 


Anmel For Every One.

Fire on E on a rock. Manoah and his 
wife had there kindled the flames for 
sacrifice in praise of God and in honor 
of a guest whom they supposed to be a 
man. But as the flame rose higher and 
higher their stranger guest stepped 
into the flame and by one red leap as- 
cended into the skies. Then they knew 
that he was an angel of the Lord. The 


angel did wondrously. 


Two hundred and forty-eight times 
does the Bible refer to the angela, yet I 
never heard or read a sermon on angel- 
ology. The whole subject is relegated 
to the realm mythical, weird, spectral 
and unknown. Such adjournment is 
un-Scriptural and wicked. Of their life, 
their character, their habits, their ac- 
tions, their velocities, the Bible gives 
us full length portraits, and why this 
prolonged and absolute silence concern- 
ing them? Angelology is my theme. 

There are two nations of angels, and 
they are hostile to each other—the na- 
tion of good angels and the nation of 
bad angels. Of the former I chiefly 
speak today. Their capital, their head- 
quarters, their grand rendezvous, is 
heaven, but their empire is the uni- 
verse. They are a distinct race of cren- 
tures. No human being can ever join 


their confraternity. The little child 


who in the Sabbath school sings. I 
want to be an angel. will never have 
her wish gratified. They are superhu- 
man, but they are of different grades 
and ranks, not all on the same level or 
the same height. They have their su- 
periors and inferiors and equals. I pro- 
pose no guessing on this subject, but 
take the Bible for my only authority. 
Plato, the philosopher, guessed and di-. 
vided angels into supercelestial, celes, 
tial and subcelestial Dionysius, the 
Areopagite, guessed and divided them 
into three classes, the supreme, the 
middle and the last, and each of these 
into three other classes, making nine in 
all Philo said that the angels were re- 
lated to God, as the rays to the sun. 
Fulgentius said that they were com- 
posed of body and spirit. Clement said 
they were incorporeal. Augustine said 
that they had been in danger of falling. 
but now are beyond being tempted. 
But the only authority on this subject 
that I respect says they are divided into 
cherubim, seraphim, thrones, domina- 
tions, principalities, powers. Their com- 
mander in chief is Michael. Daniel 
called him Michael. St. John called 
him Michael. These supernal beings are 
more thoroughly organized than any 
army that ever marched. They are 
awifter than any cyclone that ever 
swept the sea. They are more radiant 
than any morning that ever came down 
the sky. They have more to do with 
your destiny and mine than any being 
in the universe except God. May the 
Angel of the New Covenant, who is the 
Lord Jesus, open our eyes and touch 
our tongue and rouse cur soul while we 
speak of their deathlessness, their in- 
télligence, their numbers. their strength. 
their achievements. 
| A Cradle. but No Grave, 
Yes, denthless They had a cradle, 
bat will never havea grave. The Lord 
remembers when they were born, but 
no one shall ever see their eye extin- 
wuished cr their momentum slow up or 
their existence terminate. The oldest 
them has not a wrinkle or a decrepi- 
or a hindrance, ns young after 
years as at the close of their first 
hour. Christ said of the good in heav-

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constellations. The paragraphs of their 
books are galaxies The pictures of 
their books are and sunsets and 
midnight auroras and the Conqueror on 
the white horse with the moon under 
his feet. Their library is an open ani- 

verse. No need of telescope to see some 
thing millions of miles away. for in- 
stavtly ther are there to inspect and 
explore it All ustronomies. all geol- 

ogies, all botanies. all philosophies, at 
their feet What un opportunity for iti- 
telligence is theirs! What facilities for 
knowing everything and knowing it 
right away! 

There is only one thing that puts 
them to their wits’ end. and the Bible 
says they have to study that. They 
have been studying it all through the 
ages, and yet I warrant they have not 
fully grasped it—the wonders of re- 
demption. These wonders are so high, 
so deep, so grand, so stupendous, 80 
magnificent, that even the intelligence 
of angelhood is confounded before it. 
The apostle says, Which things the 

angels desire to look into.“ That isa 
Bubject that excites inquisitiveness on 
their part. That is a theme that strains 
their faculties to the utmost. That is 
higher than they can climb, deeper 
than they can dive. They have a desire. 
for something too big for their compre- 
hension: “Which things the angels de- 
sire to look into. But that does not 
discredit their intelligence. No one but 
God himself can folly understand the 
wonders of redemption. If all heaven 
should study it for 50 eternities, they 
would, get no farther than the A BO 
of that inexhaustible subject. But near- 
ly all other realms of knowledge they 
have ransacked and explored and com- 
passed. No one but God can tell them 
anything they do not know. They have 
read to the last word of the last line of 
the last page of the last volume of in- 
vestigation, and what delights me most 
is that all their intelligence is to be at 
our disposal, and, coming into their 
presence, they will tell us in five min- 
utes more than we can learn by 100 
years of earthly surmising. 

Velocity of Immortals, 

_A further characteristic of these im- 
mortals is their velocity. This the Bible 
puts sometimes under the figure of 
wings, sometimes under the figure of a 
flowing garment, sometimes under the 
figaré of naked feet. As these superhu- 
mans are without bodies, these expres- 
sions are of course figurative and mean 
swiftness. The Bible tells us that Daniel 
was praying and Gabriel flew from 
heaven and touched him before he got 


up from his knees. How far, then, did 


the Angel Gabriel have to fly in those 
moments of Daniel's prayer? Heaven is 
thought to be the center of the uni- 
verse, our sun and its planets only the 
rim of the wheel of worlds. In a mo- 
ment the Angel Gabriel flew from that 
center to this periphery. Jesus told 
Peter he could instantly have 60,000 
angels present if he called for them. 
What foot of antelope or wing of al- 
batross could equal that velocity? Law 
of gravitation, which grips all things 
else, has no influence upon angelic mo- 
mentum. Immensities before them open 
and shut like a fan. That they are here 


is no reason why they should not be a 


quintillion of miles hence the next min- 
ute. Our bodies hinder us, but our 
minds can circle the earth in a minute. 
Angelic beings are bodiless and have ho 
limitation. God may with his finger 


poet down to acme word 
the outmost limits of crea 
stantly an angelic cohort is there to 
help it, or some celestial may be

mensity, and God may say Come“ 
and instantly it is in bis bosom.. Abra- 
ham, Elijah. Hagar, Joshua, Gideon, 
Manoah, Panl; St. John, could tell of 
their unhindered locomotion. The red 
feet of summer lightning are slow com- 
pared with their hegiras, This doubles 
up and compresses infinitndes into in- 
finitesimals. This puts all the astro- 
nomical heavens into a space like the 
balls of a child’s rattle This mingles 
into one the here and the there, the 
now and the then, the beyond and the 
yonder. 

Another remark I have to make con- 
cerning these illustrious immortals is 
that they are multitudinous. Their cen- 
sus has never been taken, and no one 
but God knows how many they are, 
but all the Bible accounts suggest their 
immense numbers—companies of them, 


and in- 
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regiments of them, armies of them. 


mountain tops haloed by them, skies 
popnlous with them. John speaks of 
angels and other beings round the 
throne as ten thousand times ten thou- 
sand. Now, according to my calcula- 
tion, ten thousand times ten thousand 
are 100,000,000. But these sre only the 
angels inone place. David counted 20,- 
000 of them rolling down the sky in 
chariots. When God came away from 
the riven rocks of Mount Sinai, the 
Bible says he had the companionship of 
10,000 angels: I think they are in every : 
battle, in every exigency, at every 
birth, at every pillow, at every hour, 
at every moment, the earth full of 
them, the heavens full of them. 
Outnumber the Human Race, 
They outnumber the human race in 
this world. They outnumber ransomed 
spirits in glory. When Abraham had 
his knife uplifted to slay Isaac, it was 
an angel who arrested the stroke, cry 
ing. Abraham, Abraham!“ It a & 
stairway of angels that Jacob saw while 
pillowed in the wilderness. We are told 
an angel led the hosts of Israelites out 
of Egyptian serfdom. It was an angel 
that showed Hagar the fountain where 
she filled the bottle for the lad. It was 
an angel that took Lot out of doomed 
Sodom. It was an angel that shut up 
the month of the hungry monsters when 
Daniel was thrown.into the caverns. It 
was an angel that fed Elijah under the 
juniper tree. It was an angel that an- 
nounced to Mary the approaching na- 
tivity. They were angels that chanted 
when Christ was born. ‘It was an angel 
that strengthened our Saviour in his 
agony. It was an angel that encouraged 
Paul in the Mediterranean shipwreck. 
It was an angel that burst open the 
prison, gate after gate, until Peter was 
liberated. It was an angel that stirred 
the pool of Siloam, where the sick were 
healed. It was an angel that John saw 
flying through the midst of heaven, and 
un angel with foot planted on the sea, 
and an angel that opened the book, and 
an angel that sounded the trumpet. and 
an angel that thrust in the sickle, and 
an angel that poured ont the vials, and 
an ungel standing in the sun, It will 
be an angel with uplifted hand swear- 
ing that time shall be no longer.

No collection of national dishes in- 
cludes carth or clay, among them, but 
this la a favorite “plat” with a good 
many millicns of people up und down, 
Even in Europe they are uot ditticult 
to find, or were not 50 years ago.

But human beings do 
not readily give up a favorite dish, es- 
pecially when it is cheap. 
persons denounce it. they enjoy the 
treat on the sly.

“With the others, three newspaper 
writers, a couple of actors and a couple 
of sporting men, we got to the gym- 
naslum about 0 o'clock, but were told 


that the combat would not take place 


until the gymnasium classes had been 
dismissed, as it was desirel that the 
onlookers. shpuld be as few as possible. 

“None of us had any idea as.to who 
the participants would be or the par- 
ticular reason for It, but we were told 
that It Was desired that we should be 
present to see that everything was con- 
ducted properly. From this we Inferred 
that there was a stake or something at 
Issue, and we were to be the judges as 
well as referees, as It were. 

“At 10 o'clock two carriages arrived, 
in each of which was u single occupant, 
each haying a sword, what is common- 
Iy known as a brondsword. like that 
which men-of-war's men have. They 
had but little to sny, and In a few min- | 
utes they were properly attired In the 
gymnasium sults and announced that 
they were ready for the battle. 

“I had seen some professional! broad 


sword combats and rather looked for | 


some heavy work, but In less than a 
minute we ail reniized that there seem- 
ed to be more earnestness about the 
combat than was customary lu mect- 
_Ings of professionals, It mattered not 
how large the stakes were. 

“The men wore the customary wie 
head covering, und it waas well they did 
so. otherwise there would have been 
ohe or two heads scattered about on 
the floor, for the fight was fast and 
furious.

Remarkable Expedients Adopted to 
Save Some Fabulous Fortunes. 
The Bank of England's atroug room 
is one of the largest lu thé world. The 
foundation,- 6G feet below thn: street 
level, Is a bed of concrete 20 feet thick. 
Above this Is a lake seven feet deep 
and above that thick plates of fron 
specially manufactured to resist both 
skill and force, Any one attempting 
an entrance from above would find a 
similar bed of concrete, n simllar Inke 
and similar plates of tron. The walls 


are impenetrable, while the doors are f 


one foot thick, welgh four tons each 
and are made absolutely undrillable. 

Mr. W. W. Astor’s valuables are stor- 
ed in the office of the Pall Mall Ga- 
nette in one of the most remarkable 
strong rooms ever erected. It is steel 
throughout and covered wita balf au 
Inch of solid concrete. The door, also 
of solid steel, weighs over two tons 
and has the most remarkable lock 
which the Ingenuity of Chubb has ever 
constructed. The whole cost a fabulous 
sum, but this is not surprising when 
we nre told that Mr. Astor locks up 
about £8,000,000 worth of valuables 
and money in this room. 

The Imperial Ottoman bank. Con- 
stantinople. had a marvelous steel fort 
built upon a water bearing rock, and 
on top of the rock foundation Is a four 
foot bed of concrete. The height is 
over 36 feet. lenzth 40 feet and width 
24 fect. The steel walls are surround 
ed by masonry and concrete six feet 
thick throughout, while the whole com- 
prises nearly 30 tons of-steel.—St, Paul 
Globe.

è plurality for Col. John Walter 

th, Democrat, for Governor, over 
Gov. Lloyd Lowndes, Republican, is 
not far from 15,000. 

The Democrats elected 11 Senators 
and 66 members of the House of Dele- 
gates. The Republicans elected 8 Sen- 
ators and 25 Delegates. In the Senate 
with the hold over members, there will 
be 15 Democrats and 11 Republicans. 
The Democratic majority on joint bal- 
lot will be 45. 

The Republican: on the State ticket 
carried eight counties, as follows: Alle- 
gany, Garrett, Anne Arundel, Calvert, 
Charles, Kent, Prince George's and 
Somerset, 

In Baltimore City the plurality of 
Smith over Lowndes was 8,028; his ma- 
jority over all other candidates for 
Governor combined was 6,144. 

Theplurality for Mr. Isidor Rayner 
was 7,276. Dr. Hering’s plurality was 
8,281. 

The plurality for Hayes last May was 
8,638: and his majority over all was 
7.788. 

Colonel Smith's total vote was 2,332 
less than that cast for Mr. Hayes and 
Governor Lowndes’ vote was 1,867 less 
than the poll for Mayor Malstrr. 

On joint ballos theDemocrats will have 
a majority of 45 in the General Assem 
bly. On Tuesday they elected 11 of the 14 
Senators, which, with the 4 Democratic 
holdover Senators, will make 15, one 
more than a constituticnal majority 
This number is a fortunate one for 
them, for if Senator Clagett’s illness 
continues, the party will have the neo- 
essary 14 votes to pass a bill. Of the 
91 members of the House there will be 
66 Democrats and 26 Republicans. 

In ths Fifth Judicial Circuit Asso- 
ciate Judge I. Thomas Jones, Democrat, 
is elected Chief Judge over Judge Jas, 
A. C. Bond by a majority of 409. Judge 
Bond was recently appointed to the 
bench of the Court of Appeals by Gov. 
Lowndes, to succeed the late Judge 
Roberta. The election of Judge Jones 
will leave the Associate Judgeship va 
cant. This vacancy may be filled by 
Governor Lowndes, and his appointees 
would hold the place until the general 
election in 1901. The Associate Judge 
can be appointed from either Howard 
or Carroll county, but not from Anne 
Arundel, 

The Republican loss at this election 
occurred largely in the western coun- 
ties in the Sixth Congressional district, 
where Senator Wellington's personal 
strength is greatest The majority of 
nearly 5,000 received by Congresaman 
Pearre a vear ago disappeared in the 
storm, and a determined onslaught up- 
on Governor Lowndes was made in his 
own county of Allegany, where, in con- 
sequence of Republican dlesenslons and 
dirsatisfaction with the methods of the 


| nomination, one or two Democrats were 


elected. It is also observed as an in- 
teresting coincidence that Republican 
disaster was greatest along the route 


-traveled by Governor Roosevelt in his 


speaking tour through the State. The 
Eastern Shore gave an old-time Demo 
cratic, majority, while in the “black 
belt” counties, with the exception of 
Prince George’s and Anne Arundel, the 
white vote was almost solidly Demo- 
cratic, greatly reducing the Republican 
majority. In St. Mary's the revolt 
against the Republican leaders amount- 
od toa revolution, electing the entire 
Democratic local ticket by a large ma- 
jority and giving a smaller majority to 
the Democratic State ticket. In Balti- 
more eity and the central counties the 
Republican reverse was scarcely losa de- 
cisive than in the western, eastern and 
southern counties.

The certainly of the election of 15 
State Senators and the mrjority of 
members of the House of Delegates has 
led the Democratic leaders to discuss 
the possible organization of the two 
branches of the General Assembly. 

At the present time it is announced 
that there are two Democratic candi- 
dates for President of the State Senate 
Senator: Austin Crothers, of Cecil 
county, and Mr. John Hubner, of Bal- 
timore county. Senator Orothers isa 
hold-over Senator and Mr. Hubner, 
has been a State Senator, and a 
former Speaker of the House of Del- 
egates. Mr. Hubner’s candidacy for 
President of the Senate is being 
urged by the Baltimore county leaders 
upon Mr. Hubner’s record as a Speaker. 
It is urged, on the other hand, that the 
Democratic austom has always been to 
elect a hold over State Senator to the 
position of President of the Senate, and 
and that Mr. Crothers fhas the friend- 
ship and indorsement of all the hold- 
over Democratic Senators and the good 
wishes of the hold over Republican 
members of the Senate. 

There is also discussion among 
Democratic leaders as to the Speaker 
ship of the House of Delegates. It has 
been stated that ex-Mayor F. C. Latrobe 
could not have been induced to become 
a candidate for the House of Delegates 
ifhe had not had an ambition to be 
Speaker of that body. Mr. A. Leo 
Knott, another delegate elect to the 
House of Delegates, is also mentioned 
in connection with the Speakership. 
Both are distinguished citizens of Bal- 
timore and have had experience in leg- 
islative bodies which qualify them for 
the position for which they are mem- 
tioned. 

Mr. Lloyd Wilkinson, a Delegate 
from Worcester county, who has been 
& member of the House of Delegates for 
a number of terms and who has been a 
Democratic leader in that body, is also 
‘brought forward as a candidate for the 
Speakership. It is stated by politicians 
however, that Mr. Wilkinson’s candi- 
dacy is not favored on the ground that 
as the Governor of the State comes 
from W orcester county it would seem 
unfair to other sections of the State to 
elect Mr. Wilkinson ss Speaker, and 
thus give tothe Eastern Shore two such 
prominent offices in the State govern 
ment. There is no objection to Mr. A. 
Leo Knott. 

Ex Mayor Latrobe is at the present 
time chairman of the city delegation in 
the House of Delegates. He was elect- 
ed to that position before the election 
when a conference was held by the 
candidates as to the course to be pur 
sued in the campaign. At this meet- 
ing Mr. A. J. Robinson was elected sec- 
retary of the delegation. It is not 
thought that any change in the organi- 
zation will be made now that all the 
Democratic candidates have been elect 
ed. General Latrobe's position at the 
head of the city delegation will un 
doubtedly give him an advantage over 
all competitors for the position of 
Speaker. If ho is elected to that position 
itis stated among Democrats around 
eer that both Mr. Knott and 

ir. Wilkinson will be looked after and 
given positions of prominence in the 

al Assembly. Either is qualified 
to fill the positions of cheirman of the 
Jhdiciary or Ways and Meabs Commit- 
toes.

“The Constitution of the United 
States also provides for a writ of elec- 
tion to be issued by executive authori- 
ty in case of a vacaricy in the House of 
Representatives. Anotber condition 
ought to he observed, and that is, 
that the House of Representatives 
should be notified of the resignation. 
The Judiciary Committee of the House 
has held that while the resignation is 
made to the Governor of the State, the 
name of the member remains on the 
roll of the House until the House is for 
mally notified of the resignation either 
by the member or the Governor.“ 


STATE PATRONAGE. 


The Governor of Maryland has a large 
number of appontmenta to make, many 
of them to important offices. He ua- 
ually begins with his Secretary of State, 
whose salary is $2,006. There are 10 
employes ef the Governor's office at An- 
napolis, the salaries ranging from $600- 
to $1,600. Following are the principal 
State officials with their salaries:

The Governor has in all about 925 di- 
rect appointments to make, the majori 
ty being to offices of more or less emo 
lument. Of this number, about 675 are 
civil magistrates. Asa member of the 
Board of Public Works the Governor 
takes part in the appointment of all the 
employes of the State fishery force. He 
is ex-officio a member of nearly all the 
boards governing public institutions, 
and which control # considerable 
amount of desirable patroagy. ` His per 
sonal staff consists of 16 members, and 
positions upon it ars much sought after 
by persons who do not care for public 
office of any kind. The Board of Pub- 
lic Works appoints the Tax Commis 
sioner and Insurance Commissioner. 

Among the appointm-nts of impor- 
tance, although the offices are practi 
cally without salary, are the School 
Commissioners and the Supervisors of 
Elections in the countier. The 20 offic 
esof notary public allotted to Balti- 
more and thoee to the counties are much 
sought after, so ue of them paying hand 
somely. Appointments to some of the 
important nonpaying boards and com- 
missions are also much sought after as 
an honor. 

The next Governor will be called up- 
on to appoint, for terms of about a year 
each, successors to three judges, whose 
terms will expire These will be Chief 
Judge James McSherry, of the Court of 
Appeals and of the sixth cirouit, Judge 
Charles F. Holland, of the first circuit, 
and Judge James D. Watters, of the 
third circuit. 


Bhould the next Legislature pass the 
Reform League or similiar pol * 
ganization bills, the Governor will have 
the appointment of three Police Com- 
missioners and three police examiners 
for Baltimore City.

We 
may by prayer and song and spiritual 
uplifting this moment enter the throne- 
room. O King, live forever! We 
touch the scepter and prostrate our- 
selves at thy feet. 

The crowns of the royal family of 
this world are tossed about from gen- 
eration to generation and from family 
to family. There are men comparative- 
ly young in Berlin who have seen the 
crown on three emperors. But wher- 
ever the coronets of this world rise or 
fall they are destined to meet In one 
place. And I look and see them com- 
ing from north and south and east and 
west, the Spanish crown, the Itallan 
crown, the English crown, the Turk- 
ish crown, the Russian crown, the Per- 
sian crown—aye, all the crowns from 
under the grenat archivolt of heaven— 
and while | watch and wonder they 
are all flung in rain of diamonds 
around the pierced feet.

GAME ON THE PENINSULA. 


Birds and Rabbits Plentifal aad Ducks 
Numerous. 


The gunning season on the Eastern 
Shore. has opened prosperously, and, 
notwithstanding reports to the contra 
ry, bius fair to give good sport, despite 
the severe winter. In Kent county rab- 
bits are numerous, but partridges are 
rather scarce, though gunners are mak- 
ing fairly good bags. At Centreville, 
Queen Anne's county, the local gunners 
are trying to prevent gunning for par- 
tridges, as they claim the birds should 
rest a season. To replace this sport fox 
hunting is receiving much attention. 
Kent county is aleo indulging in this 
pastime to a great extent. f 

The two counties hunt the fox after a 
different fashion. Kent countains have 
fast dogs, and to give Reynard achance 
they cut off or thave its bush whenever 
caught. There are now three tailless 
foxes near Cheatertown that have been 
run three reasoner, In Queen Anne's 
they do not bother with Reynard's ex- 
tremily, but use slow dogs so they can 
have an all-day chase and finish in good 
condition. 

At Queen Anne, in the lower end of 
Queen Anne's county, birds and rabbits 
are plentiful. 

In Garoline county, particularly near 
Denton, there are plenty of rabbits but 
few birds. Near Greenwood, Del, a 
famous gunning section, birds and ri. b- 
bits are scarce,though one hunter found 
and killed 24 birds and nine rabbits in 
two days. 

Talbot county is overrun with rabbits 
and birds are numerous, particularly 
along the roads from Easton to Trappe 
and Oxford. At Nt. Michael's a tew 
birds and plenty of rabbits are reported. 
From St. Michaels point of view duck- 

ing is by far better sport than either 

- bird or rabbit hunting. There are large

How many times we bave been dis- 
appointed in our straw crop. 
fruit was not as large and fine ag it 
‘should have been, and the number of 
quarte was not up to what we expected 
from the amount of fertilizer applied. 
We think how much more of something 
else could have been grown on that 
piece of land with the same outlay, and 
we feel very much like plowing up the 
patch. The articles we have read in 
the papers about enormous yields of 
berries, seem very much like a myth. 
There was manure enough put on that 
piece of land to make anything, we be 
lieve, and still our strawberries were a 
failure. And why? This is a question 
which many cannot answer, but as we 
study the nature of the strawberry, we 
can see where we have gone wrong, and 
feel encouraged to try again. 

Now let us examine carefully the 
structure*and a composition of the 
plant and berry, and see if our fertilizer 
was of the right kind, and it was put 
in the right place at the right time. 


We find the strawberry to be compara- | 
tively a very small plant, with its root 


system extending little if any, beyond 
the spread of its leaves. When we 
turn to the chemical composition we 
find that while the vines have nearly 
an equal amount of phosphoric acid 
and potash, the fruit has three times as 
much potash as phosphoric acid or nit- 
togen. We know that a strawberry 
plant under proper conditions, will bear 


an enormoun quantity of fruit for its 


size; indeed it haa been estimated that 
a strawberry plant properly fertilized, 
taking up one square foot of ground, 
will bear as much fruit as a raspberry 
plant Which occupies sixteen square 
feet of ground. From this we see that 
the strawberry requires a great deal of 
plant food in a very small space to do 
ita best; for the fertilizer must be put 
where the roota can reach it. Also that 
this plant food must consist largely of 
potash to insure large, fine berries. 

If you have observed the strawberry 
plant closely, you have probably no- 
ticed that it forms its fruit crowns in 
the fall, as cool weather approaches, so 
then, if we want fine fruit and plenty 
of it next year, we must encourage 
growth at this time. -A prompt thin- 
ning of the plants to eight or ten inches 
each way, and a liberal application of 
potash and phosphoric acid at this time, 
will be a great help. We can leave off 
the nitrogen until blooming time, next 
spring, when an application of 250 lbe, 
of Nitrate of soda to the acre, will do 
wonders, But just now we want to 
make good, firm fruit-crowns which | 
will withstand the cold. The potash | 
and phosphoric acid will be there all 
right next spring in better condition 
than ever to make berries; so we need 
not be afraid to put it on liberally this 
fall. A fertilizer analyzing 8 per cent 
nitrogen,7 per cent phosphoric acid and 
9 per cent potash, is about right for 
strawberries; but as I stated before we 
would leave off the nitrogen until 
spring. Mix 1000 pounds of acid phos- 
phate with 400 pounds muriate of pot- 
ash, and use from 1000 to 2000 pounds 
per acre, according to the number of 
plants on the ground: and we would 
put it close to the plants too, where 
there would be no doubt about their 
getting it. 


If you haye four foot matted rows 
with about two fot space between, 
there is no use putting fertilizer in the 
middie of this pace. Broadcast it right 
over the rows while the plants sre dry, 
and work in with a rake or pronged hoe, 

Of course ti ere are other things nec- 
eetary to a good strawberry crop, be 
sides dertilizers, Water isan absolute 
necessity; and to get and hold this, the 
land mut be full of humus, and must 
be pont well cultivated, and fully pre- 

re 


The practise of mulching in the fall 
with stable manure bas been widely ad- 
yocated. We tried this once, and do not 
wish to repeat the experiment. Timothy, 
oute und several otber kinds of grass 
and weeds took possession of our patch 
that year to the great detriment of tne 
crop and our backs. Again, when we ap- 
ply stable manure we are apt to overes- 
timate the amount of plant food we are

And Refined Gentlemen, 


The Rev. R. H. Joldersma, of Chica- 
go, who moveil to this town some days 
ago is an appointes of the State Bureau 
of Immigration. His title ie that of 
Superintendent of Colonies. Salisbury 
will be his head quarters. His mis- 
sion on the Eastern Shore is to locate 
Holland Colonies in this section The 
following sketch of Rev. Joidersma and 
his work here has been furnixhed the 
State presa by the State Bureau of 

ation: 

The Rev. R. M. Jolderama, till he ac- 
cepted present appointment, was pastor 
of First Reformed Church of Chicago, 
III., enters upon his new duties as Sup- 
ervisor of Colonia for the State of 
Maryland. 

The Rev. gentleman was born in the 
Netherlands where he received his ear- 
ly education, and came to this country 
with his parents in early youth. 

He took a full Academic and College 
course at Holland, Michigan, graduated 
from the Presb. Mo. Cormick Theolegi- 
cal Seminary in 1884, and in the same 
year was.ordained as a Minister in the 
Reformed (Dutch) Church in America. 
Upon graduation he was offered calls 
from four different churches, three of 
which were Presbyterian and one Re-

: every twig on the tree was dead, 
operating with the oak about the same 
ga with the apple. We find twig blight 
is the most prevalent in wet, hot sea- 
sone This fact shows plainly. that 
twig blight and foot rot is caused large- 
ly by an over supply of nitrogen 
through a rapid decomposition of the 
humus and by the gorge of {nitrogen 
with an insufficient supply of available 
phosphoric acid and potash places the 
tissue in such a tender,condition that 
proper digestion can not possibly per- 
form the required fanction of the food. 
Thus there exists a clear case of indiges- 
tion or dyspepsia. In the primitive 
times when desperate questions had to 
be answered by rigid means, the hor- 
rors of an endless torment were held up 
before the world to illustrate and prove 
the glories, beauties and reality of 
Heaven. The last few years have brought 
forward the jeremiade, bacteria theory, 
presented ina holy horror to the people 
leaving the impression that the term 
bacteria, or animalcule, animalized the 
inseot creation’ that meant death to, 
not only the higher order of the animal 
kingdom, but would lay waste to the 
vegetable creation. Microbes, bacteria 
and animaloules was and isa part of 
creation, and of the thousands of vari- 
eties of the microbes existing and have 
existed from the time there was life, 
there are only very few that are injur- 
ious to life or health, but without mi 


orobes life would soon be extinct, bac- 
teria, (bacterium) is supposed to be an 


animal organism of the lowest grade. The 
germ theory hereends and reason can 
not go any further on this line with 
the twig blight. Here the therapeutic 
cience of horticulture has to start from 
nothing to find a remedy for the dread 
disease. Twig blight is not che first cause 
no more than fever is the disease, There 
fore to reach a remedy the cause must 
first be removed. The cause of twig, 
limb andstalk blight and foot ot is 
largely due to an impfoportioned food 
ration. Horticultural chemistry is the 
scientific system by which to supply 
proper ration in plant food, This can be 
done by proper fertilizers applied to the 
soil, but is difficult to control in the 
food taken from the air. We find, how- 
ever, that the mineral food is taken up 
from the ground ina liquid form by 
the fiber roots, carried to the woody 
roote, which is the stomach or store- 
house of the plant food, and by them 
distributed as the growth of the tree 
demands. ‘The proper ratio of plant 
fertilizer for the agple is nitrogen, 2 
per cent; available phosphoric acid 8 
per cent; potash 12 per cent, About the 
game ratio is required for the standard 
pear, but as the pear sends ite roots 
deeper into the subsoil it is necessary to 
give n heavier dressing to the soil for 
pear than is required for the apple, and 
give the followiog material to be used 
as the equivalent for the above: Fi- 
trate of soda, 50 to 100 pounds, of sul- 
phate of ammonia 50 to 80 pounds, or 
dried blood 80 to 160 pounds, or dissolv- 
ed bone 200 to 400 pounds, or acid phos- 
phate 250 to 500 pounds, mur late potash 
100 to 200 pounds, or sulphate of pot- 
ash 100 to 200 pounds or kainit potash 
400 to 800 pounds per acre. Under most 
Conditions cut down rather than add 
the nitrogen either for the apple or pear, 
as a surplus of nitrogen produces wood 
growth at the expense of fruit. For the 
best results this fertilizer must be sup- 
each year to bearing orchards. 
Avoid humus in bearing pear orchards, 
bbpecially is this true with stable ma- 
nure, A clay soil mixed with gravel is 
the best for pear.

Enumerates Five Things That Have 
Been Settled by Divine Wisdom. 
Farnishes Proof lu the Past His- 
tory of the World. 


i [Coppright, Louls Klopsch, 1800. 
WaASINO TON, Nov. 12.—The Idea that 
things in this world are at loose ends 
and going at haphazard is in this dis- 
course combated by Dr. Talmage. The 
text Is, Psalms cxix, 80, Forever, "O 
Lord, thy word is settled in heaven.“ 
This world has been in process of 
change ever since it was created— 
mountains born, mountains dying, and 
they have both cradle and grave. Once 
this planet was all fluid, and no being 
such as you or I have ever seen could 
have lived on it a minute. Our hemi- 
sphere turns Its face to the sun and 
then turns its back. The axis of the 
earth’s revolution has shifted. The 
earth's center of gravity is changed. 
Once flowers grew in the arctic, and 
there was snow in the tropic. There 
has been a redistribution of land and 
gea, the land crumbling into the sea, 
the sea swallowing the land. Ice and 
fire have fought for the possession of 
this planet. The chemical composition 
ef It is different now from what it once 
was. Volcanoes once terribly alive are 
dead, not one throb of fiery pulse, not 
ene breath of vapor—the ocean chang- 
ing its amount of saline qualities. The 
internal fires of the earth are gradually 


-eating their way to the surfaces—up- 


heaval and subsidence of vast realms 
ef continent. * 
Mora vians in Greenland have remoy- 
ed their boat poles because the advanc- 
ing sea submerged them. Linnaeus 
records that in 87 years a great stone 
was 100 feet nearer the water than 
when he wrote. Forests have been 
buried by the sea, and land that was 
cultured by farmer’s hoe can be touch- 
ed only by sailors anchor. Loch Nevis 
ef Scotland and Dingle bay of Ireland 
and the flords of Norway, where 
pleasure boats now float, were once 
alleys and glens. Many of the islands 
of the sea are the tops of sunken 
mountains. Six thousand miles of the 
Pacific ocean are sinking. The dlame- 
ter of the earth, according to scien- 
tific announcement, is 189 miles less 
than it was. The entire configuration 
ef the earth Is altered. Hills are de- 
muded of their forests. The frosts 
and the waters and the alr bombard 
the earth till it surrenders to the as- 
aquit. The so called “everlasting hills” 
do not last. Many railroad companies 
cease to build iron bridges because 
the fron bas a life of its own, not a 
vegetable life or an animal life, but a 
metallic life, and when that life dies 
the bridge goes down, Oxidation of 
minerals is only another term for de- 
scribing their death. Mosses and sen- 
weeds help destroy the rocks they 
decorate. 
Barth's Changes. 

The cnanges of the inanimate earth 
enly symbolize the moral changes. So- 
ciety ever becomes different for better 
er worse. Boundary lines between na- 
tions are settled until the next war un- 
settles them. Uncertalnty strikes 
through laws and customs and legisla- 
tiou. The characteristic of this world 
in that nothing in it is settled. Ata 
time when we hoped that the arbitra- 
tion planned last summer at The 
Hague, Holland, would foreversheathe 
the sword and spike the gun and dis- 
mantic the fortress the world has on 
hand two wars which are digging 
graves for the tower of English and 
American soldiery. From the presence 
ef such geological and social and na- 
tional and International unrest we turn 
with tbankagiving and exultation to 
my text and find that there are things 
forever settled, but in higher latitudes 
than we have ever trod. “Forever, O 
Lord, thy word is settled in heaven.“ 

High up lu the palace of the sun at 
least five things are settled—that un- 
tions which go continuously and per- 
aistently wrong perish; that happiness 
is the result of spiritual condition and 
not of earthly environment; that thic 
world is a schoolhouse for splendid or 
disgraceful graduation; that with or 
without us the world is to be made 
over into a scene of arborescence and 
purity; that all who are adjoined to 
the unparalleled One of Bethlehem 
and Nazareth aod Golgotha will be the 
subjects of a supernal felicity without 
any taking off. 

Do you doubt my first proposition— 
that nations which go wrong perlah. 
We have in this American nation all 
the elements of permanence and de- 
struction. We need not borrow from 


ethers apy trowels for upbullding or 


torches for demolition. Elements of 
ruln—nibilism, lntidelity, agnosticism, 
Sabbath desecration. luebriety. sensu- 
ality, extravagance, fraud; they are all 
here, Elements of safety—God wor- 
log men and women by the scores 
millions, honesty, benevolence, 
fulness, self sacrifice, Industry, 
ety and more religion than bas 
any nation that has ever 
are all bere.

Have you ever noticed the sige of be

Here Hes 
Carthage, born 100 years before Rome, 
great commercial metropolis on the bag 
of Tunis, a part of an empire that gave 
the alphabet to the Greeks and thelr 
great language to the Hebrews; her 


arms the terror of nations, command- 
ing ac Re 16 ⁰ miles of coast; 


her Hamilcar leading forth 30 myriads, 
or 300,000 troops; her Hannibal carry- 
ing out in manhood the oath he had 
taken In boyhood to preserve eternal 
enmity to Rome, leaving costly and im- 
posing monuments at Agrigentum a 
ghastly heap of ruins; Garthage, her 
colonies on every coast, her ships plow- 
ing every sea; Carthage—where are 
her splendors now? All extinguished. 
Where are her swords? The last one 
broken. Where are her towers and long 
ranges of magnificent architecture? 
Buried under the sands of the Ba- 
gradas. As Dallast of foreign ships 
much of her radiant marble has been 
carried away. to build the walls of 
transmediterranean cathedrals, while 
other blocks have been blasted in mod- 
ern times by the makers of the Tunis 
railway. And all of that great and 
mighty city and kingdom that the tour- 
ist finds today is here and there a bro- 
ken arch of what was once a 50 mile 
aqueduct. Our talented and genial 
friend, Henry M. Field, in one of his 
matchless books of travel, labors hard 
to prove that the slight ruins of that 
city are really worth visiting.

Breeders of Discord. 

Walk on in the cemetery of nations 
and see the long lines of tombs— 
Thebes and Tyre and Egypt and Baby- 
lon and Medo-Persian and Macedonian 
and Roman and Saxon’ heptarchy, 
great nations, small nations, nations 
that lived a year and uations that 
lived 500 years. 

Our own nation will be judged by 
the same moral laws by which all oth- 
er nations have been judged. The 
judgment day for individuals will 
probably come far on in the future. 
Judgment day for nations is every 
day, every day weighed, every day ap- 
proved or every day condemned. Never 
before in the history of this country 
has the American nation been more 
surely in the balances than it is this 
minute. Do right. and we go up. Do 
wrong. and we go down. I am not sọ 
anxious to know what this satesman 
or that warrior thinks we had better 
do with Cuba and Porto Rico and the 
Philippines as 1 am anxious to know 
what God thinks we had better do. 
The destiny of this nation will not be 
decided on yonder capitoline bill or at 
Manila or at the presidential ballot 
box, for it will be settled in heaven. 

Another thing decided in the same

phere that breeds the maggots of envy 
and jealousy and hate. There are thou 
who will never forgive you if you have 
more emoluments or honor or ense 
than they have. To take you down 
is the dominant wish of most of those 
who are not as bhigh as you are. They 
will spend hours and days and yeara 
to entrap you. They will hover around 
newspaper oflices to get one mean line 
printed depreciating you. Your hen ven 
is their hell. 

A dying president of the United 
States sald many years ago lu regard 
to his lifetime of experience, “It 
doesn’t pay.” The leading statesmen 
of America in letters of advice warn 
young men to keep out of politics. 


Many of the most successful have tried

In the real college. before graduation 
and commencement, comes examina- 
tion day, and before our graduation 
and commencement will come examina- 
tlon.

ROBERTS FORSAKEN. 


Ordinance to Prevent Pollution of Lake Ao Istand where the lahabltaats are The Mormon Congresaman-Elect Abase 


Humphreys. 


A threatened indictment by the 
grand jury last September term of the 
court, caused the City Council to in- 
struct its attorney to prepare an ordi- 
nance prohibiting the pollution ‘of 
Lake Humphreys or Humphreys mill 
pond. The ordinance was submitted 
last Wednesday night at a meting of 
the Council and was passed. 

Dr. Truitt, the city health officer, ap- 
posred before the grand jury in Sep- 
tember and made complaint that the 
sewage and waste matter which found 
their way intothe Jake were polluting 
its water and threatening the health of 
the city. The .grand jury desisted 
from indicting the Council or the in- 
dividual at that time because there 
was no ordinanco ia force prohibiting 
the emptying of sewage into the 
lake. 

To guard against an indictment by 
future grand juries the Council passed 
the following ordinance. 


ORDINANCE NO, 


An ordinance to prevent and abate 
«he drainage of filth and matter injur 
ious to health in the waters of Hump- 
hreys’ Mill Pond in the city of Salis 
bury. 

SEcTIon 1. Beit enacted by the May- 
or and Council of Salisbury; That it 
shall be unlawful for any one to let 
filth of any kind or matter injurious to 
health to drain into the waters of 
Humphreys’ Mill Pond within the lim- 
its of the city-of Salisbury from sewers 
covered or uncovered from their prem- 
ises. 

SECTION 2. And be it enacted—That 
it shall be the duty of the Bailiff of 
Salisbury to examine all sewers empty- 
ing into said Pond and all premises 
where filth of any kind is permitted to 
drain or flow from into said Pond and 
where he shall find any violation of this 
ordinance, he-shall first give ten days 
writtan notice to the owner or owners 
thereof to abate the same, 

SECTION 8. And be it enacted—That 
should the owner or owners of such 
premises fail to abate the nuisance of 
aforesaid after due notice, the owner or 
owners thereof shall on conviction be- 
tore the Police Justice of the said city 
be subject to a fine of not less than$10 00 
nor more the $50.00 and be committed 
to the jail of Wicomico County until 
said fine and costs are paid, 

Secrion 4. And be it enacted—That 
the Bailiff be and he ie hereby author- 
ized to enter upon and examine the 
promises and sewers where complains 
have been made, or he believes there is 
a violation of this ordinance and on 
failure of the owner or owners to abate 
said nuisance after due notice as afore- 
said he shall abate the same and the 
owner or owners of the premises shall 
be liable for the expense incurred in 
abating same and the costs be recovered 
by suit before a Justice of the Peace as 
small debts are collected. 

Section 5.. And be it enacted—That 
this ordinance shall take effect from the 
date of its passage.

Mr. Gorman’s Bara Burned. 


Laurel, Md., Nov. 20—By the reck- 
leasness of an employe of ex-Senator 
Gorman smoking in the hayloft of the 
fine combination barn near the Sena- 
or’a residence, ‘Fairfield in Howard 
county, near here, a heavy loss was en- 
tailed... ‘The fire broke out about 
6%o'clook Saturday afternoon and could 
not be stopped. Three horses out of 
seven in the stalls, were burned to death 
and one of the four rescued was very 
badly. In the conflagration, which burn- 
Bà the building to the ground, 9 vehicles 
Weiche, 2 nelfbinders, 200 bushels of 
wheat, 60 bushels of corn, 200 bushels 
Oats 20 sots of harness and 10 tons of hay 
wore totally destroyed. The loss, which 
is estimated at $15,000 is nearly cover- 
ed by insurance.

Tangier Island in the Chesapeake 
Bay is one of the most unique settle 
ments in the country. It has an area of 
a few miles and about tselve hundred | 
inhabitants who procure a livelihood 
from the bouaty of ths surrounding 
waters. They have in the past few 
years becom devont christians, due to 
the Methodist Episcopal church evan- 
gelista, who have worked patiently and 
long with them, 

The island in not more than five miles 
long, north and south, and not exceed- 
ing three-fuurths of a mile wide at avy 
p ace. About on- third of u surface is 
upland and the remainder is marsh, 
Of the twelve hunderéd inhabitants 
two are colored men, one being a native 
of Kentucky who ercajpd va slave, 
the other is a native of North Carolina 
who o me to the istand on an oyster 
boat and I king the Island made it his 
hom». 

The only civil officer on the Island is 
a magistrate, the inhabitants having 
such a veneration for peace and order 
that not -ven the presence of a consta 
ble is required. Not a liquor saloon ex- 
iste, and an oath is never heard. 

The celebratd Joshua Thomas once 
ministered to the spiritual nerds of the 
people of Tangier as he did to those of 
the inhabitants of the other islands of 
the hay. 


In May 1897 the people of the island 


voted lor a new Methodist Episcopal 
Church to cost $5000. The building was 
begun but when dedicated in February 
1899 the total cost of the property 
footed $10 000 which the people cheer- 
fully paid. 

The church belongs tothe Wilming- 
ton conference and is in Presiding 
Elder Martindale's (Salisbury) district, 
and he frequently visits the island. 

Among their institutions isa cerfew 
law strictly enforced. It is positively 
asserted that not a pinch of snuff is used 
on the Isiand. A traveling salesman 
for a tobacco concern in New York re- 
cently visited the Island to sell his 
wares, and-made this remarkable dis- 
covery. He reported the interesting 
circumstance to his house, and received 
an acknowledgment in which the firm 
declared that they had never before 
heard of a similar case. 


A SNAKE STORY.

Betore the world is converted the style 
of religious discourse will have to be con- 
verted. You might as well go into the 

ern Sedan or Gettysburg with bows 

d arrows, instead of rifles and bomb- 
shells and parks of artillery, as to expect 
to conquer this world for God by. the old 

tyles of exhortation and sermonology. 
Jonathan Edwards preached the sermons 
most adapted to the age in which’ he 
lived, but if those sermons were preached 
now they would divide an audience into 
two classes—those sound asleep and those. 
[ranting to go home. 

But there is a discourse of the future. 
[Who will preach it I have no idea, In 
what part of the earth it will be born I 
have no idea. In which denomination of 
Christians it pill be delivered I cannot 
guess, That discourse of exhortation may 
be born in the country meeting house on 
‘the banks of the St. Lawrence or the 

regon or the Ohio or the Tombigbec 

r the Alabama. The person who shall 
deliver it may this moment be in a cradle 
under the shadow of the Sierra Nevadas 
rin a New England farmhouse or amid 

e ricefields of southern savannas, or 
this moment there may be some young 
man in one of our theological seminaries,

And let us pray 
God that its arrival may be hastened 
pWhile I announce to you what 1 think 
will be the chief characteristics of that 
discourse or ‘exhortation when it does 
arrive, and I want to make my remarks 
[appropriate and suggestive to all classes 
of Christian workers. 


{ : The Living Christ. 


i First of all, I remark that that future 
jreligious discourse will be full of a living 
jObrist in contradistinction to didactic 
technicalities. A discourse may be full 
‘of Christ though hardly mentioning his 
mame, and a sermon may be empty of 
st while every sentence is repeti- 
‘tious of his titles. The world wants u 
living Christ, not a Christ standing at 
{the head of a formal system of theology. 
but a Christ who means pardon and sym- 
thy and condolence and brotherhood 
and life and heaven, a poor man’s Christ, 
a rich man’s Christ, an overworked 
man's Christ, an invalid's Christ, a farm- 
‘a Christ, a merchant’s Christ, an arti- 
's Christ, an every man's Christ. 

A symmetrical and fine worded system 
iof theology is well enough for theological 
lelasses, but it has no more business in a 
pulpit than have the technical phrases of 
an anatomist or a psychologist or a phy- 
sician in the sickroom of a patient. The 
jworld wants help, immediate and world 
iuplifting. and it will come through a din- 
course in which Christ shall walk right 
own into the immortal soul and take 
everlasting possession of it, filing it as 
‘fall of light ns is this noonday firmament. 
That sermon or exhortation of the fu- 
ture will not dea) with men in the thrend- 
bare illustrations of Jesus Christ. In 
‘that coming address there will be in- 
janes of vicarious suffering taken right 
out of everyday life, for there is not n

But I remark again that the religious 
discourse of the future will have to be 
short. Condensation is demanded by the 
age in which we live. No more need of 
long introductions: and long applications 
and so many divisions to a discourse that 
it may be said to be hydra headed. In 
other days men got all their information 
from the pulpit. There were few books, 
and there were no newspapers, and there 
was little travel from place to place, and 
people would sit and listen two and a 
half hours to a religious discourse, and 
“seventeenthly” would find them fresh 
and chipper. In those days there was 
enough time for a man to take an hour 
to warm himself up to the subject and 
an hour to cool off. But what was a ne- 
cessity then is a superfluity now. Con- 
gregations are full of knowledge from 
books, from newspapers, from rapid and 
continuous intercommunication and long 
disquisitions of what they know already 
will not be abided. If a religious teacher 
cannot compress what he wishes to say 
to the people in the space of 45 minutes. 
better adjourn it to some other day. 

The trouble is we preach audiences 
into a Christian frame, and then we 
prench them out of it. We forget that 
every auditor has so much capacity of 
attention, and when that is exhausted 
he is restless. That accident on the Long 
Island railroad years ago came from the 
fact that the brakes were out of order, 
and when they wanted to stop the train 
ethey could not stop, and hence the casu- 
alty was terrific. In all religious dis- 
course we want locomotire power and 
propulsion. We want at the same time 
stout brakes to let down at the right in- 
stant. It is a dismal thing, after a hear- 
er has comprehended the whole subject, 
to hear a man say, “Now to recapitu- 
late,” and “A few: words by way of ap- 
plication,” and “Once more, “and “Fi- 
nally,” and Now to conclude.” 

Paul preached until midnight, and Bu- 
tychus got sound asleep and fell out of 
a window and broke his neck. Some 
would say, “Good for him.” 1 would 
rather be sympathetic, like Paul, and re- 
suscitate him. ‘That accident is often 
quoted now in religious circles as a warn- 
ing against somnolence in church. 
It is just as much a warning 
to ministers ` against prolixity. Euty- 
chus was wrong in his somnolence, but 
Paul made a mistake when he kept on 
until midnight. He onght to have stop- 
ped at 11 o'clock, and there would haye 
been no accident. It Paul might have 
gone on to too great length, let all those 
of us who are now preaching the gospel 
remember that there is a limit to reli- 
gious discourse, or ought to be, and that 
in our time we have no apostolic power 
of miracles. Napoleon in an address of 
seven minutes thrilled his army and 
thrilled Europe. Christ’s sermon on the 
mount, the model sermon, was less than 
18 minutes long at ordinary mode of de- 
livery. It is not electricity scattered all 
over the sky that strikes, but electricity 
gathered into a thunderbolt and hurled, 
and it is not religious truth scattered 
over and spread out over a vast reach of 
time, but religious truth projected in 
compact form that flashes light upon the 
soul and rives its indifference. 


The Popular Sermon, 

When the religious. discourse of the 
future arriyes in this land and in the 
Christian church, the discourse which is 
to arouse the world and startle the na- 
tions and usher in the kingdom, it will 
be a brief discourse. Hear it, all theo- 
logica) students, all ve just entering upon 
religious work, all men and women 
who in Sabbath s¢ bola and other de- 
partments nre toiling for Christ and the 
salvation of immortals—brevity, brevity. 

But L remark also that the religious 
discourse of the future of which I speak 
will be a popular discourse. There are 
those in these times who speak of a pop- 
ular sermon as though there must be 
something wrong about it. As these 
critics are dull themselves, the world 
gets the impression that a sermon is good 
in proportion as it is stupid. Christ was 
the most popular preacher the world 
ever saw nnd, considering the small num- 
ber ot the world's population, had the 
largest oudjence ever gathered. He never 

' preathed anywhere without making a 
great sensation. People rushed out in 
the wilderness to hear him reckless of 
their physical necessities, So great was 
thelr anxiety to hear Christ that, taking 
no food with them, they would have 
fainted and starved had not Christ per- 
formed a miracle oe fed them. Why 
did so many people take the truth at 
Christ's hands? cause they all under- 
stood it. He Illustrated his subject by a 
hen and her chickens, by a bushel meas- 
ure, by a bandful of salt, by a bird's 
flight and by a lily's aroma. All the peo- 
ple knew what he meant, and they flock- 
ed to him, And when the religious dis- 
course of the future appears it will not 
be Princetonian, not èsterian, not 
Andoverian, not Middletonian, but Olf- 
vetic—plain, practical, unique, earnest, 
comprehensive of all the woes, wants. 
sins and sorrows of an auditory. 

But when that exhortation or discourse 
does come there will be n thousand 
gleaming scimiters to charge on it. There 
are in so many theological seminaries 
professors telling young men how to 
preach, themselves not knowing how, 
and I am told that if a young mad in

“Oh!” says the god Siva. ‘Understand, 
your sorrows are no worse than the sor- 
rows of others. We all have our griefs, 
and all have our heartbreaks.““ 
Laugh, and the world laughs with you; 
Weep, and you weep alone; 
For the ead old earth must borrow ita mirth, 
But haa trouble enough of its own. 


We hear a great deal of discussion now 
all over the land about why people do not 
go to church. Some say it is because 
Christianity is dying out and becanse peo- 
ple do not believe in the truth of God's 
word, and all that. They are false rea- 
sons. The reason is because our sermons 
und exhortations nre not interesting and 
practical and helpful. Some one might 
us well tell the whole truth on this sub- 
ject. and so I will tell it. The religious 
discourse of the ‘future, the gospel ser- 
mon to come forth and shake the nations 
and lift people ont of darkness, will be a 
popular sermon, just for the simple rea- 
son that it will meet the woes and the 
wants and the anxieties of the people. 

There are in all our denominations ec- 
clesiastical mummies sitting around to 
frown upon the fresh young pulpits of 
America to try to awe them down, to cry 
out: Tut, tut, tut! Sensational!” They 
stand today preaching in churches that 
hold a thousand people, and there are a 
hundred persons present, and if they can- 
not have the world saved in their way it 
seems as if they do not want it saved at 
all. 

I do not know but the old way of mak- 
ing ministers of the gospel is better—a 
collegiate education and an apprentice- 
ship under the care and bome attention 
of some earnest, aged Christian minister, 
the young man getting the patriarch’s 
spirit and assisting him in his religious 
service. Young lawyers study with old 
lawyers, young physicians with old phy- 
siclans, and I believe it would be a great 
help if every young man studying for the 
gospel ministry could put himself in the 
home and heart and sympathy and under 
the benediction and perpetual presence 
of a Christian minister, 

But, I remark again, the religious dis- 
course of the future will be an awaken- 
ing sermon, From altar rail to the front 
door step, under that sermon, an audi- 
ence will get up and start for heaven. 
There will be in it many a staccato pas- 
sage. It will not be a lullaby. It will be 
a battle charge. Men will drop their sins, 
for they will feel the hot breath of pursu- 
Ing retribution on the back of their necks. 
It will be sympathetic with all the phys- 
len! distresses ns well an the spiritual dis- 
tresses of the world. Christ not only 
preached, but he healed paralysis, and he 
healed epilepsy, and he healed the dumb 
and the blind and the lepers.

Four Were Living at Three Different 

E. Times in History. 

Two ex-presidents of the United 
States are living, Cleveland and Harri- 
Bon. ' 

Before the expiration of John Adame’ 
term, 1801, there was no ex-president 
living, Washington baying died In De- 
cember, 1799. 

During Jefferson's . administration 
Adams was the ex-president. Both died 
on the same day, July 4, 1826. Both 
Were ex+presidents during the admin- 
istrations of Madison and Monroe and 
a part of the administration of J. Q. 
Adams. 

When Monroe was president, the 
three ex-présidents-were Adams, Jeffer- 
son and Madison. 

J. Q. Adams became president In 
1825. At that time Adams, Jefferson, 
Madison and Monroe were living. But 
béfore the expiration of J. Q. Adams’ 
term, 1820. only Madison and Monroe 
were living. 

During Jackson's first administra- 
tion, Madison, Monroe and J. Q. Adams 
were the living ex-presidents. Before 
the expiration of Jackson's second ad- 
ministration only J. Q. Adams remain- 
ed as former president. 

When Van Bureu was president, J. 
Q. Adams and Jackson were the living 
ex-presidents. 

During Willlam Henry Harrison's 
term of one month J. Q. Adams, Jack- 
son and Van Buren were the living ex- 
presidents. 

Joho Tyler as vice president succeed- 
ed Harrison and was lu office from 
1841 to 1845. The ex-presidents living 
during his term were J. Q. Adams, 
Jackson and Van Buren. 

While Polk was president the living | 
ex-presidents were J. Q. Adams, Jack- | 
son, Van Buren and Tyler. But before 
the expiration of Polk's term Van Bu- 
ren and Tyler only remalued. 

Taylor's téfm lasted less than tive 
months. In that time Vau Buren, Tyler 
and Polk were living, although Polk 
died 25 days before Taylor, thereby 
leaving Van Buren and ‘Tyler living ex- 
presidents. 

When Füunore was president. Van 


With Pierce as president, there were 
three living ex-presidents—Van Buren, 
Tyler and Fillmore.’ 

When Buchanan was president, Van 
Buren, Tyler, Fillmore and Pierce, 
were living. - 

During Lincoln's term of, office Fill- 
more, Pierce\and Buchanan were liy- 
ing. 

In the administration: of Johnson, 
Buchanan died, leaving Fillmore and 
Pierce, 

During Grant's first term Fillmore 
and Johnson were living. Before the 
expiration of his second term there 
was no living ex-president. 

Grant was the only living ex-presi- 
dent while Hayes was at the White 
House. 

During Gartleld’s short term Grant 
and Hayes were living. 

In the administration öf Arthur, 
Grant and Hayes were still living. At 
the time of Arthur's death Hayes wan 
living. >. 

During Cleveland's first term Grant, 
Hayes and Arthur were living. Before 
the expiration of that term only Hayes 
remalned. 

With “Benjamin Harrison as presi- 
dent, Hayes and Cleveland were Ily- 
ing. but before the expiration of Har- 
rison’s term only Cleveland remained 
as a living ex-president. 

In Cleveland's second term there 
was but one ex-president living, Har- 
rison, ; 

During McKinley's term the two Iiv- 
ing ex-presidents are Cleveland and 
Harrison. 

Three times lu the history of the 
country have four ex-presidents been 
living at the same time, frequently 
three. Once there was one ex-presi- 
dent living during the Incumbency of 
his predecessor, twice none. New
